‘Youthful Cracksmen Find 


Past Records Weigh 
Heavily Against Them 


The air of bravado which Robert 
Mitchell, youthful cracksman, as- 
sumed in criminal court Thursday 
morning was dispelled in tears 
when Chief Justice Simmons “rap- 
ped” him for two years in the peni- 
tentiary after a six-man jury found 
him guilty of shopbreaking and 
theft 

Edward Lockyear, only 18 years 
of age but with a record of three 
previous convictions, received a 
similar sentence for the same of- 
fence. Mitchell, who is only 23 
has piled up an impressive record 
of seven convictions and is no 
stranger to the “big house.” 

They were found guilty of hav- 
ing broken into the store of J. J. 
Clarke, 9516 118 avenue, and steal- 
ing smoking materials valued at 
$10. They left the door ajar and, 
as it was an extremely cold night, 
plumbing repairs costing $100 had 
to be made in the shop. 

YOUTH SAVES ONE 

Chief Justice Simmons cracked 
down heavily on William George 
Jamieson, juvenile witness, for 
“bare-faced perjury.” The boy pre- 
viously made a statement to police 
that he had been with Mitchell and 
Lockyear and had participated in 
the robbery. When he appeared in 
court Thursday morning he denied 
his former story, saying that he and

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

With France and her new Allies aroused 
over the military occupation of the Rhineland, 
in defiance of the Versailles Treaty, it is inter- 
esting to read anew the Nazi war aims and 
plans as disclosed in Prof. Ewald Banse’s work, 
Raum und Volk im Weltkriege—recently pub- 
lished in English under the 
title “Germany Prepares for 
War.” 

Banse leaped into notoriety 
as the author of several books 
on military matters. Wehris- 
senschaft (Military Science) 
was suppressed by the Nazi 
government, following its dis- 
covery by the press of for- 
eign countries. 

The suppression of Banse’s 
Wehrissenschaft did not af- 
fect his position as Professor of Military Science 
at the Brunswick Technical College, which he 
received upon the installation of the Nazi gov- 
ernment, The Nazi government instead forrned 
the “German Society of Military Policy and 
Military Science” in July 1933, for the avowed 
purpose of realizing “the essential ideas of Pro- 
fessor Banse.” 

Luckily, before Raum und Volk im Welt- 
kriege could be suppressed, Lovat Dickson, a 
graduate of the University of Alberta, now a 
publisher in London, succeeded in obtaining the 
English language rights. 

On the very day that Mr. Dickson secured 
the contract, the German government announc- 
ed confiscation of the book, fearing its pub- 
lication abroad would “throw doubt on the 
peace policy of the German government.” Mr, 
Dickson was asked to discuss with Dr. Goeb- 
bels Department of Propaganda in Berlin an 
offer of “a fantastic sum” to relinquish his con- 
tract. When the offer was refused, threats were 
made through a Berlin lawyer should the work 
be published in English. 

Prof. Banse still remains a servant of the 
state in Germany.

The work reviews the errors Germany com- 
mitted in the Great War and which she must 
avoid in the next war. Says Banse: 


“The internationalist is a bastard in 
blood and a eunuch in intellect. The sword 
will come into its own again, and the pen, 
after fourteen years of exaggerated pres- 


tige will be put in jts place. Certainly the 
pen is good, but the sword is good, too, and 
often far better. The sword is the older 
weapon and it is final, the ultimately de- 
cisive one—therefore, let it have first 
place.” 
One error Germany made, according to 
Banse, and which she must not make in the 


next war, was in under-rating England's capa- 
city for raising an army. Banse is very bitter 
against England, saying: 

“Whereas it was in Germany’s interest 
to carry the war through as rapidly as 
possible and finish it before the end of 1914 
-~-indeed her whole conception of the war 
and her hopes of victory were founded on 
this—England set out from the beginning to 
prolong it for three reasons: (1) in order to 
gain time, through the military efforts of 

allies, to raise a large army: (2) to let 
the Central Powers gradually waste away 


her 


from lack of food and raw materials: (3) 
to draw ever new allies to her side by co- 
ercion and systematic lying.” 


All of this Banse hints was not sporting of 
England. She was taken unprepared; she should 


have allowed the war to end with the destruc- 
tion of the Old Contemptibles. Instead of that 
she used her fleet unsportingly to bottle up 
Germ le she proceeded to raise Kitchen- 
er’s army m clerks and storekeepers. 


Another unpardonable error Germany com- 
itted in the of Professor Banse was in 
not raping Holland as well as Belgium. He says: 


“The Kingdom of the Netherlands is 
part of German soil and of the German 
people. There is nothing un-German about 
the people. The national character being 
easy-going and unwarlike, a strong hostile 
attack should not encounter any very stub-

The five armies on the east coast take up a 
line from Portsmouth to the Wash along the 
jurassic belt, from which it raids the Thames 
Valley and destroys the industrial Midlands. He 
says of the probable course of hostilities: 


“The English will certainly rush to arms 
as one man, and witn heroic obstinacy let 
itself be mown down in front of the line of 
the Ouse before it is forced back step by 
step. But is questionable whether the Eng- 
lish could face starvation’ They have been 
pampered for centuries and would find it 
very hard to adjust themselves to real pri- 
vatir

Erysipelas 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

At one time erysipelas, or “St. Anthony's 
Fire” was one of the most dreaded diseases, 
partly because it was so prevalent and partly 
because it was contagious. It is not so common 
now, due to better sanitation and due to the 
fact that the highly contagious nature of the 
disease is recognized and pa- 
tients so affected are kept 
away from others. 

There is a special micro-or- 
ganism, the streptococcus ery- 
sipelatis, found when the dis- 
ease is present, which is com- 
monly held to be the exciting 
cause. Some types of bacteria 
do not grow outside of the 
human body, but this particu- 
lar organism thrives readily 
at ordinary temperatures in 
many kinds of decaying vegetable and animal 
matter, especially when the weather is damp. 
The ability to thrive under conditions where 
ordinary bacteria could not live was undoubt- 
edly responsible for the serious epidemics be- 
fore the importance of sanitation was recog- 
nized, 

In addition to the presence of the strepto- 
cocci, there is another important cause of ery- 
sipelas. These micro-organisms, when placed 
on the skins of some individuals will have no 
effect whatsoever, yet will produce the disease 
in other cases. It is well known that the pres- 
ence of diabetes, gout, and chronic alcoholism 
will increase the susceptibility to the disease. 
It seems to me that the really important factor 
in predisposing the patient to erysipelas is some 
factor which builds up a toxic condition. That 
toxic condition then provides a suitable soil in 
which the organism may grow. 

Erysipelas is found more often among wo- 
men than among men, and is most prevalent 
during the Spring. The patient who has had one 
attack is likely to have others. Although this 
disease may affect various parts of the body, 
the most common site is the face and scalp. 
The inflammation begins with a small swollen 
spot, the edge of which is raised enough to 
make a sharp mark between the affected area 
and the rest of the skin. The spot is bright red, 
the skin feels stretched tight, shines, and hurts 
if pressed with the fingers. Occasionally, blis- 
ters and small pustules are seen. The inflamma- 
tion advances by pushing forward into new skin 
and, even before the fresh skin turns red, hard 
lumps may be felt which outline the new bor- 
der. 

The ordinary attack is self-limited, disap- 
pearing even if no treatment is used. However, 
a favorable termination may not occur and un- 
doubtedly, the best plan is to make sure that 
the patient obtains the necessary treatment as 
soon as possible. Those who are fairly strong 
before the attack generally make a good recov- 
ery, although in infants and older patients, the 
disease is more serious. The sudden onset of 
erysipelas is often followed by a rise of tem- 
perature and a fever as high as 105 degrees F., 
may develop. 

I am sure that the germ of this disease would 
have little effect on the average healthy per- 
however, the resistance may be lowered 
by faulty habits of diet. If the patients who have 
undergone one attack do not change their eat- 
ing habits, then subsequent attacks will prob- 
ably develop. While the disease is undoubtedly 
brought on by the invasion of the skin by the 
characteristic organism, an underlying toxemia 
must first be present 

During the attack, local treatment given with 
the ultra violet light is sometimes very help- 
ful. Bathing the affected areas with ater in 
which baking soda is dissolved or with a saline 
solution may help to provide relief from the 
burning sensation.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Jack B. asks: “Do acid fruits 
increase irritability of the bladder?” 

ANSWER: Those who have cystitis or a ten- 
dency to an irritable bladder sometimes note 
that using acid fruits or their juices in large 
amounts will temporarily increase the irrita- 


tion. However, it must be remembered that the 
acid fruits do not reach the bladder in the 
same form in which they are eaten. The sys- 


tematic effect of such fruits is an alkaline effect 
not an acid effect. When an added irritability 
is noted, I believe it may be explained by the 
fact that the fruits or juices bring about an 
increased elimination of toxins, which takes 
place by way of the bladder. 

QUESTION—Mac L. wants to know: “Why 
is it that I have a pain in my stomach at only 
one time of day—when I first get up in the 
morning? It lasts only a few moments and then 
I am completely free of it.” 

ANSWER: The most probable cause is an 
accumulation of gas in the top of the stomach, 
which has formed during the night. However, 
it is unwise for me to attempt to diagnose your 
case by mail and if the pain continues, the best 
plan is for you to be examined.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1687, the great 
French explorer, Rene Tobert 
Cavellier de la Salle was mur- 
dered. The nephew of a Sulpician 
priest at Montreal, Rene LaSalle, 
had found the life of Montreal un- 


pleasing. He wanted adventure. 
He believed that the way to 
China lay in the west and he 


sold his seigneury, which he had 
named La Chine (China) so that 


he might exp’ore the west. He 
reached Lake Ontar.o; he found 
Niagara; he saw Lake Erie; he 


discovered the Ohio; he travelled 
east and found Fort Frontenac 
(Kingston, Ont.). He went west 
again. He founded a trading post 
on the Illinois river west of the 


present Chicago. He found the 
Mississippi and he followed its 
course to the Gulf of Mexico. He 


raised the French arms and took 
possession of the region for the 
King of France, Returning to 
Quebec, LaSalle met only re- 
proaches, disbelief and indiffer- 
ence. He left for France and saw 
Louis the Great, who created him 
a noble and financed an expedi-

RELIEF COSTS IN TORONTO 


The provincial order that To 
ronto include in its 1936 taxation 
one-fifth of its share of this 
year's direct relief, instead of fin- 
ancing the whole amount on bor 
rowed money, is not anything to 
be regretted. It adds to the dif- 
ficulties of striking the tax rate 
but to at least some extent it 
sets the city’s feet on the pay-as 
you-go path. Toronto has been 
“charging up" its relief expendi 
tures long enough. Because of 
this borrow-as-you-go policy, it 
hes this year to meet debt 
charges on past relief costs to the 
extent of nearly $1,500,000. 

As a result of the Ontario 
Municipal Board's order, the

The years 1935 and 1936 will go down into history as the years 
of most appalling climatic conditions. 


Terrific storms on all the oceans have caused great losses 
and dangers; only the fact that the average tonnage now at sea 
must strike something harder than waves before sinking has pre- 
Novy wholesale loss of life. Even with this improvement, there 
lave been many losses and casualties particularly among th 
fishing fleets. é : : 


Winter conditions in Europe and in North America have been 
the most strenuous and hardship-creating of any years in which 


a" have been kept. Japan has had great storms and snow- 
alls. 


South America has had abnormal rainfalls and abnormal 
droughts, with destructive effects on agricultural production. 


The United States, in addition to the hard winter conditions 


in the north has had substantial areas desolated by floods, droughts 
and dust storms. 


Immense areas in India have been laid waste by lack of rain, 
The last monsoon which should have brought torrential rains, 
failed to precipitate any moisture over great areas. In some dis- 
tricts nothing could be planted, in others the crops had only a 
skeleton growth. Only the fact that irrigation works have been 
uilt, and means of transportation installed, have prevented appall- 
ing loss of life by famine conditions. It is now possible to bring 
food into needy districts, and over long distances, so that actual 
famine can be fought. This only extends to the barest of necessi- 
ties for people. Nothing can be done for the cattle. The dreadful 
days of 1897 are equalled, subject only to the power to transport 
foodstuffs to an extent preventing actual deaths by starvation. 


Scientists studying these weather cycles hold out some hope 
that reliable weather forecasting may sometime soon be extended 
to several years, instead of the present limit of several days. 


Actual knowledge of the main effect of the weather cycle 
four or five years from now would take the gamble out of life 
for hundreds of millions of people. Precautions could be taken 
to prevent calamity; instead of relying on emergency measures 
after calamity strikes.

Foremost “Coaches Choose 
Powerful Glenn to Race 
Out First

NEW YORK, March 19.--So far 
as the United States is concerned 
Glenn Cunningham remains the 
“man to beat” in the Olympic 1500 
metres—the “metric mile.” 

This, at least, is the consensus of 
the country’s foremost track and 
field coaches, who do not consider 
this winter's developments, includ- 
ing a series of setbacks for the 
world mile record-holder, indicate 
Cunningham is on the down-grade 

To the contrary, it is their view 
that the great Kansan has “rated’ 
himself carefully and purposely, 
| with the Olympic tryouts and the 
Berlin games as his main objectives 

Cunningham himself confirmed 
this opinion after outsprinting his 
two indoor rivals, Gene Venzke and 
Joe Mangan, in the Columbian mile 
last Saturday.
